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On the occasion of his inauguration 


oil the first inst, Governor Bramlette 
Mie recently elected Governor of Ken- 
tucky, delivered hig inaugural address. 


The election of Gov. Bramlette was 


claimed as a "Union liepublican" tri- 
umph. 
If it is so, we hope there will 


be many such if that portion of his ad- 
dress which we have been able to ob- 
tain, is a full and fair exposition of his 
views. 
We subjoin such extracts as

T expressed the hope that this injustice 
would not be allowed, because it was 
calculated to bring gross discredit upon 
ns in the eyes of the world.

embarrassment of his |josition, and 
therefore I wished to save him from 
being impelled from military reasons 
on the one hand, and repelled by his 
repugnance to fraud on the oilier.— 
Unfortunately, I only disturbed his 
laM.o as to a word, and not his sense of 
fraud and wrong. 
In nil this I have 


been guided simply and solely by a 
desire to save the government from 
IhK great ami fatal error.
